As such it is on a considerably higher level than th© school at Berlin-Troyrtiow, 
Attached to this school is the s, Kultmr ’nsembla^ of th© OTA, which specialises 
in political plays and folk dancing. 

The VFDs reserved for special duties {aW} at Dessau, Pi xmow, and Trauenhrietzen 
were originally activated as summer training camps (Somrnerlnger) where maneuvers 
and use of heavy equipment could ho practiced. The premises at Pinnotr are now be- 
ing repaired and built up and it appears that preparations are being made to es- 
tablish this place as a normal Beroitschaft of l?BQQ men, but the other too VPDs 
will definitely remain as surfer training camps. 

9o Th© telephone and teleprinter communication net of the OTA is referred to as the 
t? 0B Ilets'Y Communication net control stations (Ufachriehten Leitstellsn) were 
installed, one in each Land, with the responsibility of repairing any breakdown 
as quickly as possible. Then the Xasnder Leitstellea of the OTA were dissolved 
at the end of 1950, the Nachrichten Leitstellen remained, each being taken over 
administratively by the nearest Folkapolisei Dienststelle . 
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The Fachabteilungen of the OTA ars raw-nonsible for the drawing up of training 
programs in particular subjects, and for th© supervision of the maintenance of 
the related equipment* Fachabteilung B is for artillery, Fachabteilung 0 for 
armored vehicles, and Fachabtellung D for engineers. Fachabteilung 0 f for ex- 
ample, draws up the training program for a particular stage of training in 
a mo rod warfare and subnits it to the Loiter ffr Ausbildung of the OTA* The 
Loiter examines the program and may refer it back to FachabbilmgC for criticisms 
and suggested alterations. When the program is finally agreed, it is handed to 
the chief of Facliabteilung C for his signature* The Loiter f&r AusMldung then 
signs it and presents it to General Inspekteur Hoffmann for Ms signature.. It 
is then sent to the VPD concerned vh&re th© commandant hands it to hie deputy 
for technical equipment (Stellvert rater filr Technlsche Ausriiatung) , who in turn 
puts the training course into operatSrm*
